The body of a man was found hang- 
ing from a. tree near Manchester and 
Bellevue avenues, Maplewood, Thursday 
morning. Hundreds of residents of the 
pretty suburb visited the scene before 
the body was cut down nearly three 
hours after it was found. 

In the meantime the body 
identified as that of a man who had 
been living in Maplewood for 10 days 
and had given the name of J. D. Dunn. 
From papers found on the body and in 
the baggage the man left at his board- 
ing house, he is believed to be Bernard 
Coakley of New York. 

The body was found dangling from the 
limb of a tree suspended by a clothes- 
line which had been thrice doubled and 
clumsily knotted. The man had stran- 
gled to death. 

The rope had been tied to a branch 
about ten feet high. Scratches on the 
bark were taken to indicate that the 
man had climbed to the limb and 
jumped off after adjusting the noose. 

The body was found by Paul Ziegler 
as he passed through the little wood 
on his way to the Suburban cars. He 
reported it to mounted policemen,

The man had been in Maplewood only 
one week. On his arrival he visited a 
dentist, said his name was J. D. Dunn, 
and explaining that he was a stranger 
asked to be directed to a boarding 
house. He was sent to Mrs. Gravitt in 
Rosalind place and there he obtained 
board and lodging, paying a week in 
advance. 

Had Been Drinking Hearily. 

When around the house Coakley was 
unassuming even to timidity. He was 
there little except when sleeping, but 
in the periods when he remained away 
from the saloons he confided to Mrs. 
Gravitt that a short while ago he had 
visited his mother and sister in Dublin, 
Ireland, after an absence from the fam- 
ily homestead of six years. 

He seemed somewhat affected when 
referring to these faraway relatives and 
would take up his hat and wander off 
to a saloon where he would drink heav- 
ily, not returning to his room until bed- 
time. . 

In the saloons, where hemspent the 
most of his leisure, he talked consid- 
erably when sober, but was very quiet 
when in his cups. He said he was a 
whisky salesman and nad just come 
from New York, having made that city 
his home sincé emigrating from Ireland 
six years ago. 

He said he had acted as a bartender 
at times and shortly before he ended 
his life he applied to John A. Keaton, 
a saloon man, for a situation and was 
refused. He seemed well supplied with 
a and had no qualms about spend- 
ng it. 

At length his drinking habit became 
obnoxious to Mrs. Gravitt and Wednes- 
day evening she informed him that he 
must seek other quarters. He received 
the rebuke calmly and walked out of 
the house. 

Bought Rope After Rebuke. 

He went to the hardware store of D. 
Lewis at 6942 Manchester avenue and 
purchased a long clothesline. Then he 
disappeared and was not seen again 


until his body was found swinging to 
the tree. 

Coakley was apparently about % years 
old, weighed 170 pounds, had black curly 
hair and blue éyes and was 5 feet 8% 
inches tall. His face was clean shaven, 
rather broad and round. When ‘found 
he wore a black suit, dark blue shirt. 
black shoes and had on neither collar 
nor tie. His neck had been severely 
cut by the rope. 

In*a pocket was a passbook of the 
American Savings Bank, 205 Fifth ave- 


jnue, New York, which showed that the 


depositor had a balance on Oct. 27 last 
of $15. 

A card found in a pocket bore the 
name of Mrs. Bernard Coakley, 753

Attachment for Witness. 
Judge Moore became angry when the 
same excuse was offered again Thursday 
and issued an attachment which result- 


ed in the negro being brought into the 
court by a deputy sheriff. 

“Why have you not answered the sub- 
pena of this court?’ demanded Judge 
Moore. 

The negro hesitated a moment. but 
was urged.

Mother Declares Little Girl 
Was Taken Without 
Her Knowledge 








Mrs. Gertrude Hewson, wife of Pastor 
Earl Hewson of the Reber Place Con- 
gregational Church, brought habeas 
corpus proceedings in the Circuit Court 
Thursday to get possession of little 
Gertrude Earl Hewson, the 2%-year-old 
daughter of the couple. The. child is 
at present with her father at his board- 
ing place, the home of Miss Fanny 
Sleight of 2739 Dalton street. Mrs. 
Hewson is staying with her aunt, Miss 
Amanda Farnsworth. of 3609 Finney ave- 
nue. 

Attorneys Chas. P. and Loomis C. 
Johnson represent Mrs. Hewson. 

The habeas corpus proceedings mark 
the opening of the second chapter in 
the story of the marital unpleasant- 
ness between the pastor and his wife. 

They were married Sept. 6, 1900, and 
separated April 28 last, the day after 
Easter Sunday. 

Pastor Hewson, who has said that he 
will file a suit for divorce at the Octo- 
ber term of the Circuit Court, says his 
young wife deserted him on that day 
and Mrs. Hewson makes the same 
charge against her husband. 

In the habeas corpus petition, filed 
Thursday, Mrs, Hewson charges that 
on” the day of separation she went -t 
the home of Mrs. Ida Weddendorf, in 
Sappington, St. Louis County, at the 
solicitation and on the advice of her 
husband, and says she took Gertrude 
with her. 

Pastor Hewson admits that she went 
to the Weddendorf home, but says she 
went voluntarily, saying to him that 
she would not return. 

During her absence, Mrs. Hewson 
'charges, her husband sold their house- 
hold goods and relinquished their Re- 
ber place home and later notified her 
that he did not intend to live with her 
again. 

Says Husband Took Girl. 

Mrs. Hewson says that upon receipt of 
this information she made arrangements 
to return to St. Louis and came in to 
the city to talk over the matter with 
her aunt, Miss Farnsworth. She says 
she left Gertrude with Mrs. Wedden- 
dorf, saying that she would return for 
the child and charging Mrs. Wedden- 
dorf not to deliver Gertrude to Mr. Hew- 
son's custody under any circumstances. 

Pastor Hewson, his wife alleges, went 
to Sappington and got Gertrude, taking 
her to his boarding place, three blocks 
from where the pastor and his‘wife lived 
before their separation. The wife avers 
that the child is being cared for by Miss 
Fannie Sleight and by other persons un- 
known to the mother and states that 
mone of the persons now in charge of 
the child are proper persons to care for 
Jertrude. She avers that she now has 
a good, permanent home with her aunt 
and asks that the child be given her. 

The petition asks that the writ, order- 
ing the child be brought into court, be 
directed against Pastor Hewson and 
Miss Fannie Sleight. P 

The mother charges that she has‘not 
been allowed to see her child and claims 
that Gertrude ts being restrained of her 
liberty. She states in her petition that 
she fears the lack of proper care and 
attention will result in injury to the 
health and affections of the child. 

Several weeks ago Mrs. Hewson went 
to the Sleight Home. she says, and was 
refused permission to talk with her 
daughter. At that time, she says, the 
child was at play in the yard and when 
the mother took her up to caress her 
Miss Fannie Sleight interfered and took 
Gertrude into the house.

NEW ‘TIRE FOR AUTOS. 


St. Louisa’ s Invention Will 
Lessen Side-Slippin 


Scientific journals are devoting con- 
siderable space t6 a description of an 
automobile tire recently invented by Dr.

Resigned Place, He Says, but 
Resented Remarks of 
Caller. 


George A. Davies of 5368 Julian place, 
an attorney in the Odd Fellows’ Build- 
ing, charged in a warrant with carry- 
ing concealed weapons, surrendered 
Thursday and gave $800 bond for his 
appearance in the Court 
Correction.

Then he raised his cane and threatened 
me, and I drew my pistol. 

“TI do not owe the company a dollar. 
We keep an account of premiums col- 
lected for the company and turn it in 
every month. I signed a statement for 
Mr. Weaver without glancing at it. I 
told him that I guessed it was all right. 
Later I saw that this statement was in- 
correct, and wanted him to correct it. 

“Mr. Weaver did not depose me from 
the* agency here. I resigned before he 
asked me. I have been state agent for 
five years, and three times before this 
the company has refused to accept my 
resignation. 

The agency is said. to have been trans- 
ferred from Davies to Edgar R. Smythe, 
member of the House of Delegates, and 
Weaver says Davies has some imagined 
grievance because of the transfer. 

Weaver. who lives in Detroit, says he 
went to Davies’ office Wednesday, and 
that a bookkeeper called him into the 
hall and told him Davies was carrying 
two revolvers and had threatened to 
shoot him. Davies was at the telephone 
then. In a minute, Weaver says, he 
came into the hall, drew a revolver and 
said, “I am going to kill you.’ 

Weaver says he wrested the weapons 
from Davies, then ran downstairs and 
called a policeman. Davies had disap- 
peared when the policeman arrived.

With Head Only Visible Plum- 
ber Is Rescued in Pitia- 
ble Condition. 


NEW YORK, June 28.—After fight- 
ing against death for more than 22 
hours, Jeremiah Fisher, a plumber, 
was rescued alive today, from a sand 

pit at Tompkinsville, Staten Island, 
in which he had been imprisoned 


since 11 o'clock yesterday forenoon. 
The rescued man is in a pitiable con- 
dition from exhaustion, however, and 


it is not at all certain that he will

Bland probably will participate in the 
reguiar meeting of the Police Board 
hFriday afternoon. 

The Governor said Thursday that 
before the decisfon to appoint was 
made there had been an understand- 
ing of the work Mr. Bland would do. 
The Governor said Mr. Bland would 
devote the greater part of his time to 
the duties of a Police Commissioner, 
and that he would be expected to per- 
sonally. investigate complaints and 
pian a vigorous campaign against 
bucket shops, Sunday “‘lid’’ clubs and 
other violations of the laws. 

The Governor is fully satisfied he 
has found in Mr. Bland the man he 
has been searching for. He expects 
the handsome, athletic young Police 
Commissioner and hero of many foot- 
ball contests to do things in the St. 
Louis Police Department. The Gov- 
ernor expects him to know how the 
Police Department in St. Louis is be- 
ing conducted without’it being neces- 
sary for citizens to make complaint. 


To Watch Night Revelry. 


He expects Commissioner Bland to 
personally visit police districts at all 


hours of the day and night. He ex- 
pects him to make excursions into 
those districts where revelry is wont 
to exist far into the night. In short, 
the Governor says, he expects Com- 
missioner Bland to know at all times 
that, every man connected with the 
department is doing his duty. 

“I have not yet familiarized myself 
with the duties of a Police Commis- 
sioner,” said Mr. Bland, ‘‘hence a decla- 
ration of policy on my part would be 
premature. However, I will say in a 
general way that I am a firm believer in 
Gov. Folk’s law enforcement policy. I 
believe the statutes should be enforced 
without fear or favor.”’ 

Mr. Bland was asked if Gov. Folk had 
given him specific instructions to investi- 
gate the bucket-shop evil and the “‘lid- 
lifting’ clubs. 

“The Governor,’’ answered Mr. Bland, 
“has merely discussed these, as well as 
other matters, with me in an informal 
way. But I am only one member of the 
board, and, of course, there will have to 
be unanimous action before anything 
can be done.”’ 

“I am not prepared to say just what 
methods sh@uld be adopted in ridding 
the city of these evils. It is my impres- 
sion that the Circuit Attorney’s office 
has had the bucket shops under consid- 
eration for some time. Probably he will 
initiate action against them. 

“While I have some ideas on the sub- 
ject of law-enforcement, I prefer to 
wait until I have thoroughly acquainted 
myself with the new offive before stat- 
ing just what can or will be done. Presi- 
dent Stewart probably is the proper of- 
ficial to announce questions of policy.”

BEER NATIONAL DRINK. 


Brewers Declare for Its Use at, 
Soda Fountains. : 


At the annual convention recently held 
in Indianapolis the United States Brew- 
ers’ Association adopted a set of strong 
resolutions, again reiterating its deter- 


mination to put the brewing industry 
upon a higher_plane and make the prod- 
gucts of the industry more of a national 
drink than at present. 

First of all, the convention congratu- 
lated the associations of many states 
and cities who refuse to supply beer to 
low and vile resorts, which are not ap- 
proved by public sentiment in their re- 
spective communities. Following it was 
resolved that all members pursue this 
wise plan and urged every brewer to fre- 
quently call attention to the fact that 
there is so little alcohol in beer. that 
it will not produce drunkenness unless 
when drunk with ardent stimulants. 

Special attention was given to the in- 
teresting fact that the Texas brewers 
have for more than two years spent $10,- 
000 a month closing.Jow and vile saloons 
and dives.

Conflict Between Organizations 
Kept Thousands Idle for 
Many Weeks. 


Work on hundreds of buiidings which 
has been at a standstill because of a 


strike of workmen belonging to the 


Building Trades Council was resumed 
Thursday. The strike was called off 
Wednesday night by an almost unani- 
mous vote. 

The strike was the result of a fight. 
between the Building Trades Couneil 
and the International Bricklayers’ 
Union, the council refusing to allow 
men to work on buildings where brick- 
layers were employed. 

A committee of seven each from the 
stonemasons and the bricklayers will 
meet in a few days to settle the diffi- 
culty. A working agreement at least 
will be decided on. A number of stone- 
masons recently left the council and af- 
filiated with the bricklayers, leaving 250 
masons yet members of the council. 

It is stated that the calling off of 
the strike will not affect the strike of 
the structural iron workers, who are de- 
manding % a day. 

The reported threat of officials of the 
Master Builders’ Association to recog- 
nize the open shop did not cause the 
council to end the strike, officials of 
that body say. It is the result of a 
letter from the international organiza- 
tion of the council urging the local 
body to end the strike for the good of 
St. Louis and the building industry. H. 
W. Steinbiss, secretary and treasurer 
of the international organization, spoke 
at the meeting urging the men to go 
back to work. ; 

The trouble, which has paralyzed 
building work for months, was started 
by a negro hod carrier who disagreed 
with his union and formed one of his 
own, over which the council and brick- 
layers got into a fight. 

The ee affiliated with the 
council will not work on buildings where 
the independent carpenters are em- 
ployed, but it is expected they will re- 
move this obstacle to the resumption of 
work by admitting the independent men 
into the carpenters’ union.

There ig no trust, un- 
jess you call our company a trust. We 
have grown until we probably sell 60 
=< cent ofthe ice that is sold in St. 


in the business. 


Heving this large trade, we do in a 
Measure fix the price. We want to hold 
our trade, and we want to increase it. 
We manufacture more ice in St. Louis 
than anybody else. We fixed the price 
at such a figure that no one could un- 
dersell us, and we try to keep at the 
head of the procession. 

“Now I want to say that these state- 
ments that have appeared from time to 
time about 60 per cent increasea in cost 
are unfounded. There is an increase in 
price, it is true. But the cause is due to 
a combination of circumstances. To be- 
gin with, there wags not a pound of ice 
harvested last winter. 


Money Lost Last Year. 
“The year before there was the lar- 


gest and best supply of natural ice har- 


vested I ever knew of. We had an army 
of 400 men at Creve Coeur Lake and we 
filled gur houses with ice 16 inches thick 
and of the best quality. This supply is 
not available this year, and the laws of 
supply and demand ought to convince 
anyone of this being a good reason for 
an advance this year. ut that is not 
all. Last year most of the ice men lost 
*money. The prices were too low. Busi- 
ness reasons demanded the increase. 

“But, at that, the prices are not in- 
creased as has been intimated. The 
rice to families has been spoken of. 
t year we sold families a book of 
4) coupons, calli for 12%-pound cakes, 
for $2. We sell ice to persong buying 
this amount at exactly the same price 
this year. It is true that butchers and 
saloon nope pay an increase. Last 
year we sold some of them as low as 15 
cents a bundred, And we lost money on 
some of this business. Now we have 
pe flat price to gell this trade this year, 
ike Le have the family trade. 

hen a tradesman wants ice, we 
sdiaa aman to him to see what he 
wants. One might want a quantity of 
ice delivered’on the. sidewalk. Another 
might want i¢ carried up to a second 
floor. Or, he might want Pit laced in a 
refrigerator where it would require 
much time and labor. We study the 
conditions and then make him a price, 
and we try to make such a price as will 
get and hold the business. 

“In the family trade it is different. Ice 
cannot be sold to a family under 40 
cents at a profit. The driver stops in 
front of a honse and he runs in to see 
how large a piece is wanted. He re- 
turns to the hn and cuts the piece. 
Then he carries it inside. He opens the 
refrigerator and removes a lot of ar- 
ticles. Perhaps he breaks a dish or a 
bottle of milk; or destroys some article. 
Then we hear from the customer, and 
have to make the loss good. Meantime 
the wagon has been standing in front 
and a F mcs of water indicates a shrink- 
age. urel ly 40 cents is not an exorbi- 
tant price.’ 

“It has been contended, Mr. White- 
law, that your refusal to make con- 
tracts indicated a disposition on your 
part to raise prices and squeeze the 
eee. ,when the time was ripe.

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Contributions 


The Free Ice Fund must be increased 
more than fourfold in order that it may 
successfully compete with the Ice 
Trust. Unless its competition is suc- 
cessful the work of the St. Louis Pure 
Milk Commission will fail of its pur- 
pose. Without ice in the homes where 
pure milk is delivered, members of the 
commission say that it is impossible to 
keep the milk in a condition so that 
it ean be drunk by children. 

When ice was reasonably priced last 
year, some of those who bought miik 
were also able to buy ice. The pnesent 
rates have placed ice beyond their neach. 
A number of them feel that while milk 
is a necessity for their children ice is 
a luxury which they cannot think of 
buying. 

When the milk spoils, as it cannot 
help doing since it is kept on ice for 
hours before it is delivered, parents be- 
come discouraged and return to the use 
of foods that, while not so healthful 
for their children, can be kept without 
ice, 

Many persons in thinking of the cool 
weather with which St. Louis has been 
favored for the last few months, imag- 
ine that it has made the need of -ice 
less in the homes of the poor. Ice 
has been necessary since the first of 
June and for some weeks before. 


The invalids and small children. for 
whose benefit ice is given, must have ice 
to preserve their foods, or the foods will 
not. last long enough to be of service. 

The distribution of ice tickets and free 
milk is accomplished, as it was last 
summer, the visitor for the one making 
reports and requests for the other. 


Work of Commission. 


The St. Louls Pure Milk Commission 
has since its organization in the spring 
of 1964 delievered 377,80 bottles of mod- 
ified and sterilized milk. Its record for 
a new year was begun Feb. 15, 1906. 

Seventeen stations have been estab- 
lished for the distribution of the milk. 
Those who can pay 1 or 2 cents per bot- 
tle for modified milk and 3 cents for 
whole milk. A deposit of 2 cents: per 
bottle for the first supply ‘is required

Fourfold Increase Essential if Work of the St. Louis Pure Milk

Commission sees that ice is delivered 
without cost to those who can not pay 
for their milk, knowing that it will be 
worse than useless without the ice. She 
also asks how the milk is kept by the 
persons who pay for it and when she 
finds that some of them are unable to 
buy ice, she places their names on the 
free list. 

The Post-Dispatch, through the gen- 
erosity of its readers, was able to give 
$1600 to the milk and ice fund last year. 
Four times as much money will be nec- 
essary to accomplish the same amount 
of good unless the price of ice is re- 
duced.

Difference in Handling. 


“You must know that there is a dif- 
ference in manufactured ice and natu- 
ral ice in the way it is handled. Arti- 


ficial ice does not come out of the 
cans al] at once. One cake is taken 
out. every few minutes. For instance. 
it requires 48 hours for a 300-block 
to form. Take one of our plants that 
has a capacity for 100 tons per day. 


There are 1532 cans in this plant and 
all are required to produce 668 cakes 
of ice tn 24 hours, and this requires 
one cake to be drawn at a time. It 
cannot be hurried. Wagons may some- 
times have to wait. Of course, we 
have a reserve store of ice. We have 
about 16,000 tons of artificial ice now 
in. storage, and this may be drawn on 
from time to time. 

“With natural ice it is different. If 
the demand should suddenly become 


large, a big force may entef the ice- 


houses and rush out the supply as it 
is *wanted. The natural ice supply 
makes itself felt in mee prices.” 

“But, Mr. Whitelaw, t has been 
shown that prices in Southern cities, 
where there is no natural ice, and 
never has been, are as low as here in 
many instances, and even lower in 
other instances.”’ 

“There are reasons for that. In’some 
of the Southern cities there is an over- 
roduction. Many of them produce more 
ce than can be consumed, and this has 
a tendency to demoralize prices. Take | 
it in Los Angeles, Cal., mentioned by. 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday, there has} 
been a war on between the ice manu- 
facturera for several years. 

“Then, there is another reason why! 
ice in St. Louls might be higher than! 
most any other city. It costs more to: 
produce it here. it actually requires | 
one ton of ooal to produce three tons’ 
of ice here, and some times it will not} 
produce quite that much.

coal is not of the best gs | 

“Now, I know personally about the | 
prices of ice in the South. [ was in- 
terested in a plant at Memphis several | 
years he plant never made a 
cent while I owned stock in it, and 1

“Trust an Impossibility.” 

“I am sure, if the people woulg give 
one tithe of the study to the ice busi- 
ness that I have done, they would see 
that an ice trust in St. Louis, under 
present circumstances, would be an fm- 
possibility, and that we are doing all 
we can to merit the trade that is being 
accorded us. 

“The ice season is necessarily brief.

In operation winter and summer. 
The more than 600 men we employ must 
live in winter as well as summer, and 
when we are operating to full capacity 
in the summer, it must be remembered 
that during the winter months, with 
the cost running on almost the same, 
the receipts are almost nothing from 
ice.

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NOW FOR THE INVESTIGATION. 

President Forman of the City Council has accept- 
ed Mr. August Busch’s challengesconcerning his refer- 
ence to a combine in the Council on the Manufactur- 
ers’ Railway bill, but instead of confiding ta Mr. 
Busch whatever information he may think availa- 
ble on that subjéct, he proposes an investigation by 
a committee of the Council. He gives notice in his 
letter to Mr. Busch that he will take the steps nec- 
essary to the appointment of an investigating com- 
mittee to hold a public inquiry on the subject. 

The only inference that can be drawn from this 
letter of Mr. Forman’s is that the President of the 
Council beli¢ves that there was a combine in favor 
of the bill, and that improper influences were used 
to obtain the passage of the measure. He evidently 
believes that information which ought to be known 
to the public is available. His proposal of an in- 
vestigation committee carries a clear intimation of 
his belief in the necessity of an investigation in or- 
der to inform the public. 

Since the challenge came from Mr. Busch and since 
the supporters of the measure in the Council have 
vigorously protested against Mr. Forman’s state- 
ments, we are justified in anticipating from them 
favorable action on the proposed resolution. Both 
Councilmen Cramer and Linde say that they will 
support the movement for an investigation. To op- 
pose this investigation or to attempt in any way 
to hamper its work would be a confession. 

While this investigation is on, the propriety of 
delaying any action on the Manufacturers’ Railway 
bill ought to be manifest to a majority of the House 
of Delegates. The Post-Dispatch does not believe 
that any terminal franchise bill ought to be passed 
until after the plans for the municipal bridge have 
been made. We do not believe that the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway bill ‘in its présent form should’ ever 
be passed. But certainly no action should be taken 
upon it while the methods used in pushing it 
through the Council are in question.

After a time she learned how 
to make her own beer, and at several 
places breweries were established with 
Japanese capital.

Probably few people are aware that 
the greatest earthquake our country 
has experienced since its settlement 
was not the destructive shock at 
Charleston in 1886, or even the recent 
terrifying manifestation at San Fran- 
cisco, but was, on the contrary, the 
now almost forgotten earthquake of 
New Madrid, the first tremors of which 
took place on the 16th of December, 
1811. Strange is that trait of human 
nature by which even the most appall- 
ing of nature’s manifestations slip rap- 
idly from the memory, so that only a 
hundred years later little but tradition 
remains of the earthquake which 
changed the configuration of extensive 
areas of the Mississippi Valley, raising 
some portions, depressing others, shift- 
ing the course of streams, and drain- 
ing old swamps at one point and form- 
ing new lakes at others. All this and 
more, however, took place during the 
successive vibrations which shook the 
New Madrid region almost continuous- 
ly for a period of many months in 1811

Geologist of Government Sur- 
vey Are Examining St. 
Louis Quadrangle. 


Search for an underlying strata which 
will: give forth oll, gas and coal in sutf- 
ficient quantities to justify the working 
of what is known officially as the St. 
Louis Quadrangle is being made by a 
corps of government geological sur- 
veyors now prospecting in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County under the direction 


of Prof. Nevin M. Fenneman, field 
Supervisor of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey. 

The Quadrangle, in parts of which oil 
has recently been discovered. embraces 
the Missouri and Illinois districts that 
would be bounded by a line driwn from 
Creve Coeur Lake to Valley Park, 
thence to Belleville, south from Belle- 
ville to Edwardsville and back to Creve 
Coeur Lake from @ point not far south 
of Edwardsville. 

Prof. Fennemun and two assistants 
are at work on the territory named and 
a full report of personal observations 
and economic inferences will be tendered 
at Washington when the surveys are 
finished. The work of surveying and in- 
spection will continue through the sum- 
mer, and the report will probably be 
Aiubmitted late in September or early in 
October. 

_ At more than half a dozen places 
within the district oil has been recently 
discovered, and prospectors have leased 
over 30,000 acres of land on which they 
expect to drill for oil, coal and other 
mineral substances. 

“One of the recent discoveries of oil 
was made at Suburban Garden Several 
days ago. J. S. Sublette, who has the 
ofl finder with which the oil at Suburban 
Garden was located, will carry his work 
on through neary all of St. Louis 
County embraced in the quadrangle. 
pmex-Gov. Francis, who owns a 
af several hundred acres in the south- 
western part of St. Louis, bordering 
On River Des Peres, has thought for 
BO0me time that there was oil under 
the land, but has never drilled to find 
Out the quality or quantity of the oil. 

CoHins Thompson. Gov. Francis’ sec- 
retary, said Thursday to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter in the absence of Gov. 
Francis, who is in New York City: 
“Gov. Francis has been told that there 
fs ofl and gas under a part of the land 
which he owns out near the south- 
western city limits, but he has never 
investigated to see just how much or 
what oe of oil and gas it is. 

“He put the matter mporarily 
aside in the rush of othe” matters, 
but will doubtless look into it soon.”

The National Committee of the Popu- 
list party began its second day’s ses- 
sion at the St. James Hotel at i? a. m. 
Thursday. : 

The nlatform adopted 
morning's session. 

The platform, which is styled an ad- 
dress “‘To the American people,’ omits 
any specific reference to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, but contains this significant 
clause in reference to the money ques- 
tion: 

“Our contention has never been for 
any God-ordained money metal, but 
for an increase’ in the volume of 
money sufficient to restore and main- 
tain stability in the price level. It has 
been completciy demonstrated that the 
party was right in the advocacy of the 
quantitative theory of money and this 
economic theory will probably never 
again be denied. There is no exception 
to the law of supply and demand. The 
quantitative theory is the application of 
this law to money. Although this ques- 
tion is now wel! settled, the money 
question remains as important as it has 
ever been.

Much bitter feeling has developed on 
the part of the delegates against Wil- 
liam R. Hearst, who, according to the 
charges of several committeemen, is 
seeking, through Jay W. Forrest of New 
York to get control of the Populist 
party. 

Forrest presented a resolution at Fri- 
day night's session providing for an in- 
dorsement of the work of the provisional 
committee of the conference, which 
recommended that the ‘“‘Executive Com- 
mittee of the conference be made up of 
the chairman of the People’s Party Na- 
tional Committee, the chairman of the 
Federated People’s Party clubs, the 
president of the Reform Press Associa- 
tion and the president of any other 
State or national reform organization in 
the Uniced States in accord with the 
Springfield platform.” 

J. S. Felter, national committeeman 
from Illinois, and Sam W. Williams of 
Vincennes, Ind., made impassioned 
speeches protesting against the adoption 
of the resolution. 

“The vubject of the resolution.” said 
Mr. Williams, ‘is to change the name of 
the People’s party and make it the 
Radical. To change the name means to 
haul down the flag. 

“Take Away Influence.” 

‘The object is to take our party and 
our influence away from us and leave 
the rest to those who fought for the 
Populist Party since its origin.” 

There was a heated interchange of 
words between Messrs. Williams and 
Forrest following the former’s address. 
Several delegates jumped to their feet 
and demanded recognition from the 
chair: While the excitement was in 
progress a motion to adjourn was put 
and carried. 

Chairman James H. Ferris, who 
opened the meeting, attacked William 
J. Bryan as a traitor ‘‘who has aban- 
doned the silver platform, “and de- 
clared that he would never receive the 
support of the Populist Party. 

The conference committee appointed 
to draft a platform is composed of A. 
W. Files, M. V. Nork, J. J. Halloway, 
A. C. Van Tyne, Fred J. N. Roberts, 
J. R. Norman, Jo A. Parker, R. Brewer,

ns. 

After a heated debate Thursday, the 
delegates, by a two-thirds vote, adopted 
the resolution which caused so much 
trouble at Wednesday night's. session.

Dragging himself, partially paralyzed 
from a mysterious wound, into the of- 
fice of the American Car and Foundry 
Co. and painfully raising himself to the 
telephone, Private Watchman Owen 


Lavin called up Night Chief Wilson at 
4 a.m. Thursday. 

“Send @ man here. I'm shot,”’ he 
sald. Then his fingers lost their grasp. 
the receiver dropped to his side and the 
man fell to the floor. Policemen Stein- 
berg and Maher were sent from the 
Wyoming Street Station to the plant 
at 2800 De Kalb street“ and there they 
found Lavin lying on the office floor. 

Three arrests have failed to explain 
the mysterious shooting, which was 
done from the top of a boxcar. 

Lavin was hurried to the City Hos- 
pital. He had been shot in the hip, the 
ball penetrating deeply. The wound is 
dangerous, as the watchman is 63 years 
old. - He lives at 2462 De Kalb street. 


Three on Top of Car. 


At the City Hospital Lavin told the 
story of his experience to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ° 

“I have charge of the clocks in the 
factory and have to ring: them every 
hour. I was making my 2 o'clock round 
and had attended to all the clocks but 
three. One clock is just by the side of 
the private tracks of the car company, 
and after ringing it I noticed a train of 
cars coming. I hurried across the tracks 


so that I would not be delaying by 
waiting till the cars passed. 

“There was no one in the neighbor- 
hood that I could see, except three men 
on top of one of the cars. They were 
men who worked in the yards and I 
knew them. One of them called to me 
as I started across the track. 

‘“T did not stop, as I was in a hurry 
to finish my round. When I was about 
15 feet from the tracks, I felt a severe 
pain in my right side, and heard a shot. 
I turned, but could see no one. | did 
not think I was shot, but when I put 
my hand to my hip I felt the wound. 

“Tt hesitated a moment. The pain be- 
gan to grow intense, and I knew I 
must do something at once. I knew 
where Mike. another watchman, would 
be at that time and I thought the best 
thing I could do would be to try to 
get to him. 

“It was. three blocks away, and the 
pain was’ becoming sickening. I put 
my hand to the wound to try to stop 
the blood, and walked as rapidly as I 
could toward Mike’s station. 

“When I got there I was almost ex- 
hausted. The pain was becoming dead 
and I felt weak. I told Mike what had 
happened, and he ran for a policeman. 
{ went to a telephone in the office and 
called the chief. That's all I Knew wun- 
til the police came.”’ 

The police arrested Allen Owen of 
5900 South Broadway, Albert Fagin of 
13906 St. Louis avenue and Charles H. 
Schroeder of 5701 Pennsylvania avenue. 
They are switchmen and deny all knowl- 
edge of the affair, declaring that they 
did not even hear a shot. They were 
heid at the Wyoming street station.

KIDNAPED BY FATHER 





Woman Later Took It From 
East St. Louis Home, but 
Surrendered. 


A decision in the habeas corpus case 
of Mrs. Annie M. Hertz of 2813 La 
Salle street, St. Louis, against her for- 
mer husband, Otto J. Baum of East St. 
Louis. for the custody of the 3-year-old 
son, Theodore, was rendered Thursday 


by Judge Moyers in the East St. Louis 
City Court, in favor of the mother. 

‘A little child needs its mother’s lov- 
ing care,’ said Judge Moyers. “If it 
stumps its toe, or any hurt comes to it, 
a child runs to its mother to be com- 
forted. This mother should have her 
.little son in her keeping.”’ 

‘“Tt's hard on the father,’ said Baum, 
with 3-year-old Theodore sitting on his 
knee in the courtroom. ‘‘And especially 
when the mother has married another 
man who's a saloon keeper. That’s why 
I took our son away from her.”’ 

The couple had been divorced in the 
St. Louis Circuit Court April 3, and 
the custody of the child was awarded 
to the father. Later, by a signed 
agreement, Baum surrendered the boy 
to the mother. 


Father Kidnaped Boy. 


April 29 Mrs. Baum became the wife 
of Hertz, and shortly afterward Baum 
came to St. Louis and kidnaped little 
Theodore, taking him to East St. 
Louis. There he placed him with a 
family named Hopkins, living at 
Kighth street and Illinois avenue. 

About three weeks ago Mrs. Hertz, 
accompanied by her sister, went to 
East St. Louis and called at the Hop- 
kins résidence. Mrs.. Hopkins was 
hanging out clothes in the yard and 
Mrs. Hertz and her sister grabbed lit- 
tle Theodore and ran with him. They 
were pursued by Mrs. Hopkins, the 
chase attracting a crowd, and ending 
at theepolice station, where Mrs. Hertz 
surrendered the. boy to Mrs. Hopkins. 
She then instituted habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, In rendering his decision 
Thursday, Judge Moyers notified 
Baum that he must be prepared to de- 
liver little Theodore to Mrs. Hertz 
Friday morning. Baum, through his 
attorney, announced his intention of 
asking for a new trial or taking an 
appeal.
